2* A speech by Stefan Ileymnn emphasised that tho principles of Marxism must be 
applied increasingly to the field of pedagogy. IIo stated that the Kultiirbtmd 
had reached a point of stagnation and that it was not in a position to accomplish 
the education airos of tho SED, but that it could sponsor the "Freunds der nenen 
Schule" , Ileymnn stated that the present goals of the BED were a) to raise tho 
general education standards of the schools on an "antl-fascist-doHocratic basis" 9 
b) to create a now intelligentsia from the ranks of the working classes, and c) 
to develop a teaching corps which would bo both politically conscious and profes- 
sionally qualified. Ileynann recommended intensified shop-group type activity 
in the schools, and warned against CDU and LDP influence in the schools, par- 
ticularly the CDU, as it fails to dissociate the church from the school,.
